RELATIONS WITH CHINA 

His Excellency says that "communica 
tions of tho Chinese minister have brought 
into view the whole subject of our con- 
ventional relations with his country, and 
at tiie same time this government, 
through its legation at Pekin, sought to 
arrange various matters and complaints 
touching the interest and protection of 
our citizens in China. In pursuance of a 
concurrent resolution of October 1, 1800, 
I have proposed to tho government of 
Mexico and Croat Britain to consider a 
conventional regulation of tho passage of 
Chinese laborers across our southern and 
northern frontiers." Relations with 
France continue to bo cordial, and tho 
Samoan treaty, signed by tho U.S., 
Germany and Great Britain has begun to 
produce salutary effects ; a stable 
administration will soon replace 
disorder, Malietoa being already 
respected as King. The bene- 
ficial work of the new extradition 
treaty with Great Britain is already ap- 
parent. The following reference to the 
existing condition of things is pertinent :

London, Dec. 1.— The proceedings o 
the council of the Iri:;h national member, 
of parliament, called to consider what ac 
tion the nationalist party shall take in re 
gard to the leadership, was marked by 
acrimonious debate. It began work at 
noon, Parnell was the first to arrive, 
took tho chair and called the meeting to 
order. Telegrams from tho delegates in 
the United States and from Archbishop 
Crooke were road. An adjournment was 
thou taken for luncheon. 

Prior to tho meeting Parnell held a 
conference with his supporters. Joseph 
N. Noland, Kernay, John Redmond, 
William Redmond, Edward Harrington, 
Power, Shiela and O Kolley, werepresent 
at the conference. 

Parnell, on leaving the room, said to a 
reporter: " Tell them 1 will light them 
to tho end." Parnell looked pale, but 
chatted cheerfully with his friends. Ho 
took no part in the proceedings, beyond 
stating that tho meeting had boon called 
in accordance with a decision reached by 
the party Friday last, 

The meeting reconvened at 1:30. The 
Irish members of the house werepresent. 
A groat bundle of telegrams were handed 
in. A reporter representing tho Free- 
man's Journal of Dublin was the only 
outsider admitted. Michael Davitt de- 
cided not to contest any constituency 
for a seat in tho llouso of Com- 
mons. As a member of tho party, 
ho declared, he desired to keep 
tho leadership unstained. Sexton's re- 
marks were frequently interrupted by 
tremendous cheering from Paruell's op- 
ponents, who comprised tho majority of 
those present. 

Redmond made passionate appeals to 
tho members to »pauso before they de- 
posed from his rightful position a leader 
of the Irish nation who by his unparalell- 
ed services had earned tho gratitude of 
the Irish people, lie declared that those 
who by their voice or vote induced tho 
sacrilice of a man who had sacrificed so 
much for Ireland, would havo to 
account to the Irish people.

Promptly at 3 o'clock 
tho bai.k closed. Cashier Hayes said the 
amount paid out during the day aggregated 
about $350,000. Tho hank's deposits aver- 
age $1,200,000. City treuBurer Kardsley, 
who had §400,000 of the city's money on de- 
posit, announces that no attempt will be 
made to-day to withdraw the money. To- 
morrow .Mayor Filler and Kardsley will con- 
fer with the directors of the bank. Bank 
Examiner Drew says the Keystone National 
hunk is perfectly solvent. 

Indiana, Pa., Dec. 1.— The Deposit com- 
pany has closed its doors, the result of the 
failure of R K. Jamison & Co., of Philadel- 
phia, The latter had in their possession 
cash and securities of the Deposit company 
amounting to $45,000 at the time of tin- 
suspension. The officials say the deposits 
aggregate $141,000, and that the assets are 
three times as large. An early resumption 
is expected. The chief stockholder, White, 
sp'-iit some time in Philadelphia trying to 
recover money or securities from the Jami- 
sons, hut was unable to do so. He stated, 
to day, that the hank is solvent and will pay 
lollar, and all they wanted was 
li to turn securities into money, 
pul depositors express coniidetice 
in the bank. 

New York, Dec. I . — Arthur & Ketclium, 
stock-brokers, have assigned. 

Both members of the firm state that the 
assignment is the outcome of their troubles 
last year. They suspended then, and re- 
sumed after arrangements with their credi- 
tors. Business was so poor because of the 
present state of the market, it was impos- 
sible to live up to their agreements. 

Boston, Dec. 1.— Winslow, Rand & Wat- 
son, wholesale dealers in teas, cotfees and 
spices, have assigned. Mr. Winslow says 
the immediate cause of the failure is the 
stringency of the money market. He has 
no idea of the amount of liabilitios and as- 
sets. 

The liabilities of Winslow, Rand k Wat- 
son are believed to foot up about S'JoO.IKJO. 

GUTUUIK, O. T., Dec. 1.— President Regs- 
dale, of tho Commercial National hank, sus- 
pended last week, has been arrested under 
the indictment, charging him with violating 
the banking laws.

WEST TO THE SEA. 

Croat Northern Line Throuzu the 
Mountains. 

The Wenatchee correspondent, of the 
Post-Intelligencer writes: E. Stahl has just 
returned from a trip up the Wenatchee 
■l iver to the summit of the Cascades on tho 
proposed line of the Great Northern rail- 
road. The surveying party sent out in the 
summer went to the summit and divided. 
One party worked west, making a trail and 
surveys down Hie Skykomish, and the 
other party worked east down Nason creek, 
a branch of the Wenatchee. Tho party 
coming east are now within 18 miles of 
Wenatchee bike. The survey crosses the 
mountain at a pass discovered during the 
summer and named after Engineer Stevens. 
It crosses from Nason creek to the Skykom- 
ish, south of Cody puss. Mr. Stahl found 
the snow about six inches deep at the pass, 
but much deeper on the neighboring peaks.

A LONDON TRAGEDY. 



A DrnnkenMan Confesses to the Police 
that He Hud Murdered an 
Entire Family. 

Jlis Story Proves Partially True- 
Horrible Discovery in a Cellar 
in Friar Street. 



London, Nov. 29.— Late on Thursday 
n'ght, :is Police Constablo Sunderland, of 
Newcastle, wss tramping around his dis- 
trict, looking for delinquent officers and 
otherwise having an oyo open to the ef- 
ficiency of the force, ho was surprised by 
a wild-eyed individual, who seized him 
violently by the arm and made vigorous 
efforts to unfold some burdensome secret. 
Between gurgles and subs, he told the 
constable that he had murdered the en- 

-tiro family who dwelt on Lower Fri ir 
street. 'J'' 10 bodies, ho said, were now 
distribu'^-d in sections around the cellar 
of their former resilience". 

The constablo looked incredulous at 
the bearer of this grewsome tolo, and sug- 
gested that he was drunk. "Well, I'll 

-put you up for drunkenness, anyhow," 
ho said, and he did accordingly. George 
Walls, for that wag his name, was cast | 
into a cluiigoon and his name was duly 011- 
lered on the blotter as a dangerous 
drunkard, despite his almost sympathetic 
declaration that he was simply a mur- 
derer. 

Yesterday, however, something oc- 
curred which began to prove that the 
man had boon unjustly suspected. People 
at work in a warehouse in Lower Friar 
streot had been for some days noticing a 
bad smell which seemed to omanato from 
a collar occupied by a man named 
O'Neill. The obnoxious odor increased, 
and it was accordingly resolved to clean 
the cellar. The police authorities wore 
communicated with, and some officers 
went to the cellar and proceeded to make 
forciblo entry into the premisos. They 
wero almost stilled by the smell when 
they burst the door open, and had to 
leave for a time, but eventually they 
went in and began to search in the room, 
which had evidently been used as a sleep- 
ing apartment. They noticed that the 
Moor was covered with splashes of blood, 
and that the walls, too, wero smeared 
with the crimson tiuid, while here and 
there on the few pieces of furniture were 
drops which were undoubtedly these of 
blood, but no body could bo found. 

They wero on the point of giving up 
t'10 search when Inspector Wainwnght 
stumbled across something in a corner 
of the room, and stooping to see 
what it was, discovered the feet and 
lens of a man protruding from 
beneath a huge pile of bags 
of paper. Inspector Spencer and Ser- 
geant Armstrong immediately went to In- 
spector Wainwright's assistance, and to- 
gether thoy proceeded to pull down the 
bags. Thon they found the dead and 
partially decomposed body of a man. 
They hauled it out, and in the light of 
day it was seen the faco was covered with 
clotted blood. This was removed and 
Inspector Wainwright, who had known 
O'Neill, had no difficulty in recognizing 
th'3 body. 

From the appearance presented it was 
evident that there had boon a struggle, 
as in the left hand of the corpse there 
was clutched an old broad knife, the 
blade of which was half broken olf. 
Walls was yesterday acquainted with the 
fact that his character for truthfulness 
was only partially re-established, because 
he had led the police to boliovo that he 
had murdered a >vhole family, whereas 
he had taken the life only of an old man. 

"Is that so," he rophod ; "1 could 
have sworn it was a lot I tackled, but I 
did for him, poor old chap. You see 1 
am not such a terrible liar after all. 
There was some ground for what 1 said.'' 

Walls was brought before a magistrate 
and remanded.

To the Bojtok : — Iii a previous com- 
munication ibe opinion was hazarded that 
the recent establishment of a flouring 
mill in Victoria H'ould encourage the 
farmers to grow \yheat ; the owners or 
the mill having created » demand the 
supply would follow, arid (hat the de- 
mand would cause others to pultivate the 
land, and in this way stitnulule settle- 
ment and production. 

Of course, this means that those who 
now use — nay are compelled to use, 
foreign productions, should now cotisunio 
those of thoir own country, and by this 
means prevent, in a measure, su much 
money being sent to foreign and inimical 
countries, 

" Booms " in land are frequent. The 
productions of land should bo " boomed " 
also, 

Now let us go to milk. Let the popu- 
lation of Victoria bo taken as twenty 
thousand and each person consume half- 
a-pint of milk per diem, twelve hundred 
and fifty gallons would be required daily. 
Now there is nothing i 'co this consump- 
tion. Is it owing to the scarcity of milk 
that so much beer and alcoholic liquids 
are used '( 

Twelve hundrod and fifty gallons of 
milk require about four hundred and 
fifty ordinary, decently fed and housed, 
cows to yield it, a3 also about twelve 
hundred acres of laud, well cultivated, to 
maintain them. The value of the milk 
for one year will be one hundred and 
thirty-six thousand dollars ! A gallon of 
milk reckoned at thirty cents. It seems 
probable that were there shops in the 
city where milk could bo bought, the 
consumption would exceed the estimate, 
and everybody bo the better for it. 

Now then, take butter. Suppose each 
citizen to consume half-an-ounce of butter 
per diem, the city would require, and 
probably does now use, six hundred 
pounds per diem, the value of which 
is about one hundred and fifty dollars a 
day, equal to about fifty-five thousand 
dollars per annum. The number of cows 
required to produce this will be about (100 
head, which will require 1,800 acres of 
well cultivated land to maintain them. 

Now, is not there in this a good oppor- 
tunity for some one to establish a business 
for the purchase and disposal of dairy 
produce? Not a commission affair. If he 
took sufficient interest and throw a good 
amount of energy into the matter, good 
would bo dune to himself and country. 
Of course, poultry and eggs would be 
added, and fruits likewise. Apparently 
milk and butter cost the city §200,000 
annually. Though much of this falls to 
our own fanners, how much is sent for- 
eign 1 Three cunts per diem for butter 
and milk each citizen means 8-20,000 per 
annum for tho wholo! Food for -the 
cremator ! Fearful waste! 

It is true that some grocers take flic 
fanners' butter and eggs, and so forth, 
but in this case it moans a more matter of 
barter. Youtako my groceries and whis- 
key — 1 will take your butter mid eggs. 
This is ruinous ; cash ought to be paid. 
Does any one see the difference between 
a silver dollar and a couple of dozen eggs, 
or a bottle of whiskey ! Of this another 
time. 

A few years ago, 1 went to a house and 
on enquiring what the perpetual thud- 
ding meant, was told, "the old woman 
is making butter ; she has been at it, all 
day ; we've all had a turn, but tho butter 
won't come." I soon saw the old lady, 
perspiring body and soul. I suggested if 
sho made the contents of the churn 
warmer (the exact degree is forgotten), 
tho butter would soon co me. "Sure, 
haven't J been making butter all my life : 
you want to teach your grandmother how 
to boil eggs .' Von never made a pound 
of butter in your life!" a fact. I loft, 
the thudding wont on. After a while, 
ovory one being tired, itho old man 
thought he would try the suggested tem- 
perature, when, lo and behold] the butt er 
soon made its appearance I The old wo- 
man sourly said "the butter would have 
come, anyhow, if you had only allowed 
me to go on a little longer, and not both- 
ered nio about those new fangled affairs ! " 
Some one may say the same to ino inrw.

Wivsiii.N'O'roN, Dec. 1. — A niultitudu 
ctiverod tlio floor of the house of repre- 
sentatives beforo the houso wan called to 
order this morning, but few of its com- 
ponents, however, were members, it 
being composed chielly of men who 
-wanted to seo members, mid sightseers. 
Everybody was talking, laughing and 
shaking hands, each member holding a 
little levee and receiving congratulations 
and welcomings. 

The pages were running here and there 
-with baskets and bunches of flowers, 
many of which went on republicans' 
desks, which led some democrats, who 
did not have flowers, to remark that this 
was an occasion for floral tributes to the 
memories of the members of that party. 
The republicans had most of the rlowora, 
yet in point of beauty and abundance of 
tributes to individual members, Flower 
and Kerr, both on the democratic side, 
eclipsed the house. 

As a tribute to his skill in the cam- 
paign, w hich landed Pattisou in the gov- 
ernor's chair at liarrisburg.Keir received 
three handsome sot floral pieces, one of 
which was a large arch, inscribed from 
friends in Philadelphia Flower had on 
Ins desk a bunch of rare flowers as big as 
a bushel, and VaUS was hid behind a 
basket of flowers which ranked next in 
point of beautv to those of Flower. 

About two-thirds of tne members were 
present when Speaker Reed ascended to 
bis desk, brought his gavel down and 
said : " The Mouse will coilfo to order," 
and where, but a moment before, there 
arose a babel and confusion of sounds, 
indescribable deep silence reigned. 

Then prayer was offered by the chap- 
lain, f >llowed by the roll call, when the 
confusion broke out anew. 

The first inodent was the announce- 
ment by Rogers that C. 11. Breckenridge 
was present and desired to be sworn. 
This announcement was loudly applauded 
by the Democrats, and the .Speaker 
stated that there were various credentials 
upon his table which he would present to 
the (louse credentials committee ; C. It. 
Breckenridge, Second Arkansas ; Willis 
Sweet, Idaho ; C. W. Stone, Seventh 
Pennsylvania, and Clarence D. Clark, 
Wyoming. 

The gentlemen then appeared at the 
bar of the house and were duly qualified, 
Breckenridge receiving a round of ap- 
plause from his democratic friends. John 
S. Pmder, from the Twenty-fourth New 
York district, E. F. Hayes, from the 
Seventh Iowa district and Robert White- 
law from the Fourteenth Missouri dis- 
trict, qualified as representatives, not- 
withstanding the non -arrival of their cre- 
dentials. 

The speaker laid before the House the 
credentials of David Harvey, as delegate 
from the territory of Oklahoma, and, 
upon the motion of Mr. Perkins, of Kan- 
sas, the oath of otlice was administered to 
him. Tho House then took recess until 
1.30 p.m. 

At tho expiration of the recess, the 
President's message was read, which con- 
sumed until 3 o'clock, when the House 
adjourned. 

THE SENATE. 

Washington, Dec. 1. — Compared to 
the scene in the house, the senate pre- 
sented a quiet appearance this morning. 
Few people wet e in the -.'alleries and less 
on the floor. The senators wore gather- 
ed in the cloak rooms, and but few made 
their appearance until the chaplain en- 
tered and took temporary possession 
of the president's chair, from which 1 
offered prayer for all things needed b) 
the senate this session. 

Most of the desks contained floral 
pieces and cut flowers, some very hand- 
pome. 

About two minutes before noon, ac- 
cording to the senate clock, the cloak 
rooms were vacated, and their occupants 
moved out to where the general public 
could see what they looked like. 

By this time the galleries wore fairly 
well tilled, but there was no crowd any- 
where. A vacant lield of blue was in the 
diplomatic gallery, not a single represen- 
tative of either monarchy or republic 
greeting the occasion witli his presence. 
The presidential and vice-presidential 
pews wore both empty. 

At noon, sharp, the Senate came to or- 
der, and Chaplain Butler opened the pro- 
ceedings with prayer. 

Tho Bwearingin of Senators Carey and 
"Warren, of Wyoming, was speedily ac- 
complished. Carey drew the long term 
and Warren the short one. 

A fow of the regulation resolutions 
were offered and adopted and at 12:.'i0 the 
Senate took a recess until 1:30. At the 
close of the recess the President's mes- 
sage «vas read, ond at its conclusion the 
Senate adjourned at 2:45. 

IMPORTANT MEASURES. 

Washington, Dec. 1.— Several import- 
ant bills were introduced in tho House 
to-day. Among them are the following : 

By I Hand, a bill for free coinage. 

McCreary, to place tin and tin plates, 
agricultural and edged tools, worsted for 
men and women's clothing, binding 
twine, salt, and cotton ties on the free list. 

Townscnd, a freo coinage bill. 

Cutting and Flower both introduced 
bills for the ro-nuiiieratioiijof the popula- 
tion of New York. 

Bartine, a bill for the free coinage of 
silver and the issuance of certificates 
therefor. 

Yandever, to cede arid lands to the 
States and providing for irrigation. 

Pickler. a service pension bill. 

VVaddell, providing a rebate of two 
cents on original and unbroken packages 
of tobacco to all dealers holding such 
packages at the time the reduction of the 
tobacco tax goes into effect. 

Morrow, of California, from tho com- 
niitteo on appropriations, reported the 
pension appropriation bill, which was re- 
ferred to tho committee of tho whole. 

Dorkery, of Missouri, offerod a resolu- 
tion reciting that it is alleged that twelve 
senators mid fifteen representatives, 



pending the passage of the silver bill, 
were admitted to partnership in various 
silver pools, by whioh they realized 81,- 
000,000 profit iii the advance in the price 
of silver after the passage of the act, and 
directing tho committee on coinage, 
weighs and measures to inquire into all 
the facts and circumstances connected 
with tho alleged purchase and sale of sil- 
ver. The committee shall have leave to 
send for papers and persons, and to re- 
port at any time.

HIS PRIVATE PRACTICE. 



Mr. Davie would be a very weak man, 
indeed, if he allowed himself to be 
guided by tho vapor inga of the Times, 
which seldom has two articles on one sub- 
jectwithoutcontradicting itself. The night 
before last it announced to its readers, 
in reference to the dissolution of the 
Hrm of solicitors, of which Mr. Davie 
was tho head— and studying to express it- 
self as offensively as it could -that that 
gentleman il would, in future, devote 
himself to politics and to counsel work." 
Last evening, however, it finds out that 
Air. Davie has abandoned counsel work, 
and has, in fact, acting up to the sense of 
duty dictated by the Times, relinquished 
his private legal practice altogether. 

Those whoso policy it is to belie an op- 
ponent — who are too puny and contempt- 
ible to meot an able and generous foo 
with weapons of candor and truth — must 
needs resort to prevarication, and pre- 
varicators should have good memories, 
else they expose their own falso methods 
every tinio they open thoir mouths to 
apeak ; in fact, give themselves the lie, 
as the Times has dono in this inatanco by 
stating in ono issue tho roverso of what 
it said tho night boforo. 

Mr. Davio has not, by any means, re- 
linquished his private practice. On the 
contrary, the public advertisement of the 
dissolution of tho firm of " Davie & Bod- 
well," published in the Times as well as in 
our columns.expressly states that M r. Da- 
vio will practice separately as a barrister. It 
can hardly bo otherwise with a gentleman 
enjoying the extensive and lucrative 
practice, which Mr. Davie's powers as an 
advocate, have desorvedly won for him, 
and tfhich yield him a return, far in ex- 
cess of tho highest oflice in tho gift of the 
Provincial Government.

DISSATISFIED. 

Tho state vl Voi '" 1(,llt h»s 
years of prohibition, and yei 
tints ate | 1( ., t satisfied. Very many 
''.Vein declare that prohibition litis been a 
failure in tho state. It is mt enforced ; 
it never has been enforced. There have 
been in Vermont, during these forty 
years of nominal prohibition, quite a 
large number of citizens who liked their 
glass of whiskey straight, or their tumbler 
of punch or some other alcoholic bever- 
age, and they were bound to get it by 
hook or by crook, in spite of the law. 
And tltero have durin ; that time li\ ed 
in the state thousand of citizens who, 
though they did not care much about 
strong drink themselves, thought it 
rather hard that their neighbors should 
be prosecuted like criminals bocauso they 
drank or sold liquor. The drinkers' 
violated the law, and their easy-going 
fellow-citizens winked at the violation. 
Consequently, the prohibition law has 
been, in many places in tbe state of Ver- 
mont, a dead letter. Strong drink was, 
and is, openly sold ; and there has been, 
in fact, something like free trade in 
whiskey in the state. Although a party 
has been able to keep the prohibition law 
on tho statute book, the great majority 
of the people have been opposed 
to its strict enforcement. A very large 
portion of the men who went to the polls 
to vote for tho continuation of the law, 
afterwards violated it without scruples as 
often as they wanted a drink. Prohibi- 
tion in Vermont is therefore a kind of 
state hypocrisy. It is nominally, or pro- 
fessedly a prohibition state, while it is 
practically a drinking state. 

The Verniotitors who hate shams and 
who believes that the habitual violation 
of law is demoralizing are determined to 
do away with the prohibition delusion and 
are agitating for the enactment of a 
a li< j uv.r law which will bo in accord with 
public opinion. What they propose is 
high license. They believe that high 
license can be enforced, and they also be- 
lieve that under a high license law less 
liquor will bo consumed in the state than 
there is now, and tho trallic will 
be made to pay something toward the 
support of public institutions. This last 
consideration is one which has consider- 
able weight with tho prudent citizens of 
Vermont. "Since liquor will bo consumed 
in the State, thoy nrguo it is foolish not 
to compel the sellers and the drinkers to 
contribute, as they do in other States, to 
tlio public revenue. As it is, the traljic 
exists and does not do any one tho least 
good, but if a high license law Were in 
force it could he made to benefit the 
common wealth." Whether this reason- 
ing is Hound or not it seems at this mo- 
ment to bo popular in Vermont for there 
is a strong probability that the prohibi- 
tion law will be repealed, and a high 
j licouse law enacted in its stead. What- 
[ ovor tlio outcomo may be, it is very signi- 
ficant that forty years of prohibition has 
l not resulted in the prohibition of the 
liquor traffic in Vermont and 1ms been 
I very far from giving universal satisfac- 



REPUDIATED. 

The Irish delegates in America are far 
bettor patriots than Mr. Parnell. They 
sue very clearly that the success of Home 
Rule depends upon tho continuance of 
the allinneo between tho English Liberals 
and the Irish Party, Ambition does uot 
blind them to their truo interests as sin- 
coro advocates of Homo Rule. They 
are convinced that without support from 
England success is impossible, and that 
the only way to obtain British support is 
to stand by Mr. Gladstone.

Hut we i 
have no reason to conclude that Messrs. I 
Dillon, O'Brien, O'Connor, Sullivan and 
Gill aro mere politicians that they do not 
reverence virtue, private as well as pub- | 
lie, and that they do not hold honor in 
high esteem. It does seem to us that it 
they are men in the ordinary sense hon- 
orable, they would feel it an intolerable 
humiliation tube compelled to acknow- 
ledge such a man as Parnell has proved 
himself to bo as their leader.

Joseph Mason, senior member for Cariboo 
district. The news was received here with 
sorrow by his many friends, for during his 
life he had won the esteem of all with whom 
he hud come ill contact. His death will be 
a serious loss to the district in w hich he 
lived, for he was concerned in numerous 
enterprises and was an energetic worker in 
everything that tended to ad von CO the 
prosperity of Cariboo. The deceased was 
born at Nottingham, Eng., in I Soil, and 
came to Victoria in 18(i^, via the Horn. He 
remained 111 Victoria until 1806, when he 
went lo Cariboo, where lie engaged in busi- 
ness in which ho was most successful. He 
stayed with the varying fortunes of the 
district, and for years has been its leading 
merchant. He was always the first to aid 
any undertaking which gave promise of 
benefiting Cariboo, and to all in need WBS 
open-handed ill his generosity. There are 
very many who will long remember the 
deceased for his kindness. 

In the House of Assembly, in which he 
sat for four years, and to w hich he was re- 
elected at the last general election, Mr. 
Mason was esteemed and respected by all 
parties. He was u valued member of the 
House, and will be missed very much in its 
deliberations. 

Mr. Mason was married in 1882 to A. Jane 
Bruce, d night er of the lute T. J. Skinner, 
of Cowiehan. by whom he had live children.

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QUEER WESTERN DUELS. 

Cariosities of tho Oodo of Honor 
on tho Mexican Frontier. 



Hard Fight* for .Lire with tho r.usso— Same 
t? uf Farmer reoiu's -Notorious Achieve- 
ments— Encounters <m the Com- 
stock— Umlorijrouiul Fights. 

Theriataduol is not a new tiling on 
tho Mexican frontier. Indeed, there is 
hardly a big cattle range anywhere that 
lias not its stories of hard lights with 
the lasso. Such duels aro hound to he 
ilerce. But so skillful and quick do 
these rope-throwers become that such a 
duel not unfroquently lasts for hours. 

Probably the best-remembered light 
of this sort, says the San Francisco Ex- 
aminer, was that botween a Toxan 
known as Kid Long and a little Mexican 
who was only spoken of as "Gabilan"— 
hawk — on the great Llevro rango. They 
circled around each othor, dodging the 
rapid throws from ten in tho morning 
until after sunset. When tho horses 
had almost given out the Texan threw 
at his adversary, who throw back so 
that his nooso passed right over 
tho other man's lasso and hand and 
(••.;ught him fair around tho neck and 
under tho armpit. In almost no time 
Kid was out of his saddle and being 
dragged over the ground at a rate that 
knocked the life out of him before ho 
had gono a hundred yards. 

Tho West, during its wild and woolly 
days, and the Mexican frontier have 
had many remarkable duels. That be- 
tween "Farmer" Pool and a soldier 
near one of the forts in Utah is among 
tho classics of the field of honor — or 
what has answered for that in the cow 
tow ns and mining eamp. The weapons 
were rill es$ revolvers and bowie-knives. 
The principals were placed on opposite 
sides of a hillock, around which ran a 
road, and started to meet. Tho curvo 
of the hill prevented their seeing one 
another until they were within a hun- 
dred yards. As soon as they saw ono 
another they both fired. Though part 
of the rim of Peel's bat was out off and 
the soldier's sleeve was pierced, neither 
was hurt. Then they pulled their pistols 
and advanced, firing. Both , dropped 
batlly wounded when less than twontv 
yards separated them. They lay thoro 
squirming and shooting until both had 
emptied their weapons. Peel was des- 
perately hurt, and his adversary had 
one ball through the stomach and 
several others distributed all over his 
anatomy. When they could shoot no 
more tliey lay for a short timo swear- 
ing. Then Peel, who was so badly hurt 
tha t he could not advanco oven on his 
hands and knees, began to wriggle 
toward the fallen soldier. IIo pulled 
himself along with his elbows, and with 
his one uninjured hand finished the sol- 
dier with his bowie-knife. 

Farmer Pool already had the biggest 
private graveyard of any man in the 
vicinity. This oncounter spread his 
fame all over tho coast, and when he 
went over to Nevada ho received every- 
where tho homage of lesser knights. 

They have lots of deadly encounters 
up there on the Comstock. There was 
one a number of years ago foucht over 
hall a mile underground. According to 
tho evidence given at the inquest by the 
survivor, the two miners wore working 
alone in a drift. They were rivals for 
the affections of a woman, and in a quar- 
rel one mado a drive at, the other with 
his candlest ick. A miner's candlestick 
consists of a metal socket attached to a 
sharp steel spike, so that it can be 
stuck in the face of the drift anywhere. 
The second miner defended himself 
with his candlestick, and there, thou- 
sands of feet under the ground, they 
wrestled and stabbed until one's life 
was gone. As they did not come up 
when they should have gone olT shift 
ethers went, down in search <>f them. 
They found one dead and the other un- 
conscious through loss of blood. The 
jury, of course, hud to Lake the sur- 
vivor's story of (he affair, and be was ac- 
quitted. 

A little blind canyon in the Sierra 
Madre used to furnish the Apaches with 
the means of formally settling their dis- 
putes. This gulch is fairly alive, witn 
rattlesnakes. When two bucks bad a 
quarrol that they did not wish to settle 
off hand they repaired to this gully, and 
while tho remainder of tho tribe stood 
around and watched from the hills on 
either side, tin. combatants went to- 
gether to where the serpents were thick- 
est. There, stark naked and weapon- 
less, they would wrestle. This would 
wake ii]) every rattler in the glen. The 
aim of each was to force the other on to 
the angry snakes. 1 1 was not unusual for 
both to be bitton while they struggled 
and rolled among tho rocks. Each was 
bound to remain and wrestle as long as 
his adversary bad life or strength enough 
10 struggle with him. 

A most remarkable duel was fought at 
LasCarnitas, N. M., many years ago. An 
undersized stranger came to the town 
and picked a quarrel with "Handsome 
Harry," a gambler renowned as a dead 
shot. They got out into the road and 
both fell mortally wounded. It was dis- 
covered that the stranger was a woman, 
and though she never spoke aftor she 
fell, tho story became known that she 
was a sister of a girl whom •'Handsome 
Harry" had wronged years before.

And whereas it Would ho undesirable to 
havo other municipalities created on tlio bor- 
dors of this City: 

Therefore ho It resolved, that stops bo at 
01100 taken so that tho limits of tho Corpora- 
tion of the City of Victoria ho extended to 
such an extent as is conferral by tho powers 
contained in tho Municipal Act 1SSI), and 
Amending Act :

boundary line to the south-west corner of sec- 
tion '.ti ; t lionco northerly olpng the western
